THEATRIC REMíNI OENCES. 


MORE 
ABOUT 
EARLY 
THEATERS 
IN 
SACRAMENTO. 


Second Paper—The H istory of the Old-1 line 
T heaters Resum ed—Glanc­ 
ing Backward. 


As the compilation of thij history pro­ 
ceeds facts a-tj brought to light and recollec­ 
tions reviewed that enable us to present atill 
other data of historic iuterest. Before proceed­ 
ing further, therefore, in our review, let us 
glance at some of the more interesting facts 
of the early days of theaters in Sacramento. 
We have already sketched the facts relative 
to the first theater here—the “ Eagle,” which 
cost $80,000, although it was but 30x05 feet, 
and waB made of sheet-iron, tin, canvas and 
wood. 
The lumber for the frame cost $700 
per thousand, the cloth for the sides $1 a 
yard, and for the scenery, each man engaged 
in that work received 
SIXTEEN DOLLARS A DAY. 
The stage was constructed of packing-box 
boards. 
George W ilson, a soldier of Gra­ 
ham ’s command, painted the drop. 
I t rep­ 
resented an incident in Texas during the 
Mexican war, and was an “ astonishing” 
work of art. 
The scenery sets were “ a 
wood,” “ aB treet” and “ a house interior.’ 
John Bowman A tw ater, whom we have al­ 
ready mentioned as the “leading m an,” came 
to Sacramento from the South, barefooted 
and destitute. 
In “ the States ” he was 
known as John BoWman. 
H e retnrned to 
the East in 1850. 
H . F . Daly and Charles 
Price, of Boston, became popular at the 
“ Eagle.” 
Mrs. Elizabeth Ray, with her 
husband, H enry Ray, and John H. McCabe, 
arrived in San Francisco iu August, 184Í), in 
the brig Fanny, from Auckland, and came up 
to Sacramento. 
Mrs. Ray was a light sou- 
bre-te and her husband tolerable in low 
comedy. 
They were of 
THE OLD EAGLE COMPANY. 
McCabe, on returning to 
San 
Francisco, 
began business as an agent and manager and 
a reller of “ play books,” and for many years 
his library was tho best in all the State. 
He 
wrote considerably, and especially on early 
theatricals in California, and from his sketches 
many interesting facta are gleaned. 
McCabe 
W33 ucqutBtionably the veteran of the Cali­ 
fornia stage. 
The “ Eagle ” company also 
embraced A. W . W right, of Milwaukee, who 
was a Lieutenant in the Mexican war. 
He 
played “ old m an ” parte. 
Francis A. Grif­ 
fith was walking gentlem au; Tench F air­ 
child, 
comedian, was walking gentlem an; 
Alex. Phillips, utility man ; «lack Harris, a 
Mexican war soldier, u tility ; and George 
Wilson, heavy " old m an.” A tw ater’s sal­ 
ary was $t)0 a night. 
Price had $150 a week, 
M cCabs $100, Daly $G0, H arris $80, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Ray $275, and all expenses, amount­ 
ing probably to $500. 
Their washing cost 
alone $12 per dozen pieces. 
The nightly ex­ 
penses of the theater were $500. 
On Front 
street, between I and J , was the celebrated 
gambling establishment known as 
THE ROUND TENT. 
A t the back and joining it the “ Eagle” 
was built. 
There were no dressing rooms in 
this theater for the “ people” we have named. 
Auditors to get into the dress circle had to 
go up a flight of stairs on the outside of the 
house, and those for the parquet were com- 
palled to piss through the “ round ten t” 
and pick their way through the gamblers at 
the faro and monte tables. 
The shifts the 
“ Eagle” company was put to were ludicrous. 
E veiy play had to be altered, so as to require 
but 
ONE LADT. 
M any of the pieces were reproduced and re­ 
written from memory, for “ books” were 
few. 
W ardrobe stock was still scarcer. 
Sacramento had no levee then, and when the 
rainy season commenced and the water began 
to rise iu the theater the orchestra was re­ 
moved to the rear of the parquette, and the 
miners would wade around in the muddy 
pool in the parquette in their top-boots and 
sit on the railing of the orchestra. 
Says Mc­ 
Cabe : “ On several occasions when the com­ 
pany were piling on the agony on the stage, 
one of these miners would appear to be roused 
to enthusiasm, and while shooting bis appro­ 
bation, would throw his arms open, striking 
his neighbors on each side, and precipitating 
them backward* into the w ater.” 
This 
practical joke, it is recorded, sometimes 
caused a laugh, sometimes a tight, and always 
interrupted the performance for a time. Very 
often when the curtain was down some of the 
auditors wtílild produce 
A DECK OF MOSTE CARDS 
And give their neighbors a “ la y o u t,” and 
considerable sums sometimes changed hands 
by this operation. 
Not infrequently this 
side bar performance ended in a fight and re­ 
volvers and knives would be drawn, but no 
fatal affrays are recorded. 
In onr fitfct paper we referred also to the 
Tehama Theater of this city. I t cost $30,000. 
Connected with it was a saloon th at rented 
for $‘2,000 a month. 
A tw ater and Mrs. -J. 
Hud-on K irby were the managers. 
Mrs. 
K irby became Mrs. Jam es Stark and is fre­ 
quently mentioned in this theatric history. 
A t the Tehama appeared C. E. Smith and 
his 
little 
step-daughter, 
aged 
13, 
and 
whose name was Anderson, who subse­ 
quently became Mra. W illiam Stevenson (her 
husband being a theatrical treasurer), and 
who won her laurels on the California stage 
as Sophie Edwin. 
Sm ith and his daughter 
drew $100 a week salary, T. S. Boyes, light 
comedy and scene painter, $175, an orchestra 
of five pieces $06 a day, and the printing bill 
per diem was $42. 
The tallow candles (very 
poor) cost $26 65 per ni^ht, and $18 a day 
was paid to a crier for riding on horseback in 
uniform and crying the show. 
W e have al­ 
ready referred to 
THE PACIFIC THEATER. 
I t stood in 1850 on M street, 75 feet from the 
corner of Front. 
I t was completed April, 
1850, 
and cost 
over 
$36.000. 
I t was 
opened M ay 1st by .Joseph A. Rowe as an 
Am phitheater, tickets $3 and $2. The circus 
was followed in it by “ Model A rtists,” pre­ 
sented by D r. Collyer “ to crowded and en­ 
thusiastic bouses,” at $5 and $3 admission. 
Human nature was very much then, it will 
be seen, as it is now, and the leg drama had 
just as much attractive power with “ our pi­ 
oneers ” as it has with this later generation. 
Ju ly 29, 1850, Mr. and Mrs. C. R. Thorne 
(Sr.) and .James Stark made their first ap­ 
pearance in California at this house, and 
played there for several months, with tickets 
at $.3 and $2. 
THE CHAPMAN FAMILY 
Followed, and remained 
there 
until the 
house was burned by the great fire of 1852. 
This theater rented to Rowe and the Thorne* 
for $1,500 a month, and the two saloons in it 
rented for $500 a month. 
I t should be re­ 
membered here th at H arry Coad, an old-time 
California actor, was one of the Tehama com­ 
pany in 1851, as also Mrs. Burrill, Miss Car- 
T>enter, Nesbit, McCron, Mrs. Mansfield, 
Mias Montague and 
Barry. 
While Mrs. 
Kirby ran the the theater early in that year, 
Mr. Stark gave dramatic readings for the ben­ 
efit of the Mercantile Library Association. 
In April, 1851, the first effort to inaugurate 
an opera season was made. 
Sig. Pelligrinni 
put an advertisement in this paper announc­ 
ing that he would opea the Pacific Theater 
with his 
ITALIAN OPERA 
Company April 8th, provided fifty citizens 
would subscribe $25 each for the proposed 
eight performance . 
Evidently the “ pio­ 
neers” did not care for Italian opera, for 
after extending the offer to the 15th the com­ 
pany appeared at the 
Union Theatrical 
Saloon, on .1 street, giving acta from “ Nor­ 
ma” and “ Kroani,” Big. Mauri, Sig. Pelli­ 
grinni and V. Acquaroni being the “ people ” 
of the company. 
While Stark and Mrs. Kirby were run­ 
ning the Tehama, their managing director, 
T. 
C. 
Campbell, 
left 
them 
and 
took 
the 
Pacific 
(May 
14th), 
whiqh 
w«s 
remodeled 
and 
refitted. 
B ut 
it 
must have been an amicable arrangement, for 
Mrs. K irby her.self appeared at the house on 
the opening night, in “ Gustavus I I Í .,” as 
Amelia, and McCron, who was playing at 
her own house the same night, managed to 
appear also at the Pacific. 
The Pacific was 
not operated long, however, in this way. On 
the first night Campbell wound np the per­ 
formance with a masked ball in the theater, 
but th at usually attractive feature failed on 
th at occasion to draw. 
T. A. Lubey, an 
Irish comedian, was an attraction at the Te­ 
ham a in 1851. 
The Pacific, after Campbell 
left it, wae in several managerial hai.ds, be­ 
fore it fell to the Thornes aud the Chapmans 
in June of that year. 
THE HENIOR BOOTH. 
Questions having been rahed concerning 
the statem ent that Booth the elder played in 
.Sacramento in 1852, these citations are made. 
The elder Booth and his son Edwin left New 
York in June, 1852, for California. 
On the 
18th of August, 1852, the Alleghanians relin­ 
quished the American Theater, and J . B. 
Booth 
assumed the management August 
19tb, and that night his father and brother, 
with 
himself, 
appeared in 
“ The Iron 
Chest.” 
Booth, Sr., played there until Sep­ 
tember 6th. on that night appearing for his 
son’s benefit 
as Richard III. and .Jerry 
Sneak. 
No later record is found of his *p- 
pearance here. 
The season referred to was a 
pecuniary disaster to J . B. Booth, Jr. 
Oce 
other name should find its place here : M ary 
Anderson, the actress now so prom inent upon 
the American stage, was born in Sacramento. 
A t least such is the tradition,' but we have no 
record to vouch for the authenticity of t he 
story th at M ary here first saw the light. 
OTHER DATA. 
In an editorial in this journal Ju ly 6,1859, 
on the success of the New Orleans opera troupe 
(Rosalie Durand, Georgia 
Hodson, 
Fred 
Lyster, Ada King, F rank Trevor and F. B. 
Boudinot), occur these words : 
The value we attach in evidence of these opera 
nights, iu favor of our growing society, reets upon 


no critical eatimtte <>f the talent* of the company 
now performing in the dty. Among the indication* 
of the growth oí our city iu refinement and intelli­ 
gence. we know of none of a public nature so flatter­ 
ing as the marked success of thisopdYa troupe. The 
opera in all enlightened communities i* the acknowl­ 
edged criterion oí public taste in the polite arts. It 
is ceitain that the m<>*t fim ol portions of human 
society have uevcr been educated beyond a point 
from which Music and the Drama have been looked 
down upon a* inferior tastes, or inconsistent with 
the progress of wisdom and morality. 
The article then goes on to refer to greater 
singers having appeared iu Sacrumento as 
early as 1853 ; aud adds, th at ia that year 
such artists r.s B t:illi-Th m e , Brignoli and 
Lanzoui “ deigned to visit us. 
Their failure 
was unfortunate, since it augured the certain 
avoidance of ali similar enterprises among 
managers in the future.

In thi* city, 
through bad management, but chiefly because 
society was not prepared by numbers or pol­ 
ish for tho encouragement of Italian opera, 
the engagement proved disastrous.” 
The same article fays that tho legitim ate 
drama had hitherto found a cold lodgment 
on our soil, chitfly Lecause of the inadequacy 
of the stock performers. 
(W hat would the 
writer think of the condition of things in 
1882—a condition to which the public ha* 
become inured under the vicious star system .) 
The same article credit* Barney Williams 
and wife with the most pecunarily successful 
engagement ever played here, and next the 
versatile Mrs. Wood. 
Murdoch, of all the 
tragedians who had visited the coast, had 
carried away the most money. 


HISTORY STRAIGHTENED OUT. 
By mere chvnce (ter the papéis of tho*e 
days were indifferent as to notices of amuse­ 
ments, and many successful engagement* were 
neither 
advertised 
cor 
“ noticed”)

On 
the 
eveu- 
ing 
of February 
7th, 
1853, the ticket 
sale for the first concert by Catherine Hayes 
(K ate Haye*), the great IrL-h songstress, 
took place at the Orleans Hotel. 
Colonel J . 
B. Starr w*s auctioneer. 
The scene was a 
novel and exciting one. Four hundred seats 
in the Congregational Church were to be sold. 
The first bid for choice was $400, and the 
bidding rapidly rose to $1,000 and finally first 
choice was Bold for $1,200 to Captain B. 
D. 
Fry, 
for 
the 
Sutter 
Rifles, 
the 
then crack m ilitary company of the State. 
The “ Rifles ” presented the seat to Captain 
Sutter. 
This paper glorified loudly over tho 
sale and said all the people were congratulat­ 
ing each other “ at the glorious manner in 
.which the afflicted city had maintained its in­ 
tegrity, through good and evil report.” This 
is explained by the fact th at Hoboken, a 
rival town, was just then provoking Sacra­ 
mento, ami had sent down wealthy men to 
buy the favorite seat aw:*y from Sacramento 
and thus shame this city .- K ate Hayes iu 
April also (probably between the 15fch and 
21st). 1853, sang in the saloon of the Orleans 
Hotel, and the tickets were $5 and $3.

Pelby, Alcxina Fisher Baker, Hudson, the 
Irish comedian. 
We close this return to old 
dates with the final note th at in March, 1854, 
a lively contest for a week or more, for pat­ 
ronage, prevailed between M atilda Heron, 
at. the Sacramento Theater, and Madam Anna 
Bishop.* with Bocha! (composer and harui*t), 
at l)r.

The Dem ocrats in their platforui have 
com m itted them selves in favor of the re­ 
peal of tho Sunday law, but though they 
took thi* ground Lecau-c they thought it 
would be popular, it is capable of demon­ 
stration th a t the line they propose does 
uot contain the solution of the problem. 
The repeal of the Sunday law would, as 
the case ttan d r, produce no effect w hat­ 
ever in securing the free Sunday holiday to 
the maíSc*, but the absence of all legislation 
upon the question would encourage the 
greedy and rapacious few who care for 
nothing hut money to pursue their busi­ 
ness without any regard to Sunday, and 
¡.his would compel other* to follow suit, 
until the seventl -day holiday was s^ e p t 
away altogether. 
Now whoever asserts 
that such a consum mation would be in the 
interest of the people, fails to understand 
the situation, or wishes to deceive the 
public. 
The m aintenance of the Sunday 
as a holiday is the prime r. quirem ent of 
the people. 
The great m ajority of men 
go through life as employes. 
They are 
compelled to give as much tim e to work at 
tbe prevailing 
custom demands. 
If it 
became the custom to keep all businesses 
m operation every day, the m ajority of 
men would have no rest at all. 
And the 
reason why legislation is required to pro­ 
tect the popular rest day is th at in its 
absence a very small m inority of business 
man could compel ail the rest to keep open 
every day of the week. 
The case in fact 
is one in which, in the absence of a regulat­ 
ing statute, the m inority could deprive the 
m ajority of one of the essentials of com­ 
fortable living. 
The llepublican party can beat the 
Democrats on the Sunday law by taking 
the ground the 
R e c o r d - U n io n has sug­ 
gested. 
Sunday for the People ; Sunday 
for Everybody ; w ith full liberty and full 
opportunity for all to make w hat use of it 
they please. 
T hat is a programme which 
w'ill be found to m eet every just and 
rational requirem ent of the case. 
I t is the 
interest of the poor which is mainly at 
3t*ke. 
Those who are well-to-do can atiord 
to lose their Sundays occasionally, because 
they can take holidays when they choose. 
Hat the masses of men have no such privi­ 
lege. 
To them the Sunday is the only- 
possible holiday in the week. 
If they were 
to take a holiday on a week day they would 
lose their wages for th a t day, and they 
cannot afford such sacrifices. 
B ut it is not 
safe to leave this Urge class to the mere 
chances of trade. 
Experience has shown 
th at the tendency of com petition is to crowd 
more and more work into the day aud into 
the week, and th a t there are m auy people 
who already begrudge the Sunday rest, and 
would w ith very little encouragem ent un­ 
dertake to do away w ith it. 
Now if a man 
is so sordid and foolish as not to under­ 
stand th a t his own health and happiness 
and the claims of his fam ily dem and one 
day's rest in (even, perhaps it will not be 
a great loss to tke com m unity should he 
kill himself w ith work. 
B ut the moment 
he undertakes to extend his practice beyond 
himself, 
he invades the rights of 
his 
fellows, and the law Bhould step in and 
check him. 
I t should say to him, “ If you w ant to 
“ work on Sunday you m ust tirst see to it 
“ th a t every one of your employes who has 
** done six days' work shall have his rest 
“ on the seventh. 
You m ust employ a 
“ double staff of men, in fact, or yon m ust 
“ shut u p .” 
By this means the Sunday 
holiday would 
be 
guaranteed 
to 
the 
hum blest, and the rapacity and hardness 
of a few would not be able to force upon 
the com m unity a deleterious and dem or­ 
alizing practice. 
And with the complete 
enfranchisem ent of 
the 
Sunday would 
come better and more profitable means of 
employing it. 
I t 
would naturally and 
easily be selected aa the day upon which 
the more im portant events of interest to 
the 
people 
should 
take 
place. 
Once 
fully recognized as a day of popular rest 
and recreation, enlightened caterers would 
provide am usem ents of an elevating and 
im proving character. 
I t is not necessary 
th a t the recreation taken Bhould be friv­ 
olous, though it is no doubt true th a t a 
great m any people who have been engaged 
ail the week iu exhansting m anual labor 
require am usem ents which m ake as little 
dem and upon the faculties as possible. On 
the continent of Europe it has been found 
th a t open-air concerts, accompanied by 
light 
refreshm ents, 
afford 
the 
most 
thoroughly satisfying recreation for the 
masses. 
H undreds of thousands of fam­ 
ilies throng these gardens every Sunday, 
and not only w ithout suffering any moral 
or physical deterioration, but w ith decided* 
ly wholesome results. 
The rapidly increasing facility of tem pt­ 
ation in these days places at the disposal 
of the Sunday pleasure-seekers a num ber 
of 
opportunities, at least in our large 
cities, and as the habit of utilizing the 
holiday for sensible enjoym ent and family 
reunions grows stronger, it can not be 
doubted th a t the public will find itself 
more liberally provided for in this respect 
even than at present. 
B ut in order to get 
the greatest good out of the rest day, it is 
necessary to insist th a t Sunday shall be 
placed absolutely and forever at the dis­ 
posal of the people. 
There m ust be no 
class debarred from its enjoym ents. There 
m ust be no barriers put in the way of the 
pleasure seeker. 
No doubt there are still 
among us some people who resem ble those 
P uritans of w hom M acaulay says th a t they 
p u t down bear-baiting, not because they 
thought it cruel to the bears, but because it 
gave pleasure to the spectators. 
Such 
people would if they could restore to the 
observance of Sunday the gloom aud the 
sourness of the old. Puritanical style, and 
would prohibit any form of recreation 
which appeared to m inister to the pleasure 
of the public. 
B ut the influence of the 
P uritans upon American 
national life is 
fast declining, and is being supplanted by 
a more genial and rational philosophy. 
A t present the Sunday law has led several 
classes into com plications and irrelevant 
excursions which can only produce con­ 
fusion. 
To 
dissipate 
these 
m isunder­ 
standings, it has occurred to us as only 
necessary to put the situation as it exists, 
fairly and plainly. 
The interests of the 
m ajority of the people of California in re­ 
gard to the question are really identical. 
They are agreed in behalf of a tree Sun­ 
day for all, and th a t is the one aim which 
the Republican party, if it is intelligently- 
advised, will undertake to pursue. 
Aa to 
the use to be m ade of the Sunday, there 
should be a “ fair field and no favor” for 
all who have m ethods to propose, but 
none Ehould be assisted by any coercive 
provisions. 
W e have no doubt th at th:s 
programme, if properly presented in the 
Republican S tate platform , will be ap­ 
proved by the great m ajority, and pre­ 
ferred to the unintelligent, short sighted 
and ineffective proposition of the Demo, 
crats.

STORY. 


The last entries in De Long's note-book 
are very sad. 
They* show iu a terribly 
vivid way how hi* little party struggled on 
hopelessly through the Arctic wilderness, 
m aking but two or three miles a day, be­ 
coming weaker every hour, failing in pre­ 
visions and everything else except faith, 
and at last dropping down, one by one, 
until the brave commander was left with 
only two living companions, and could no 
longer continue the entries which recorded 
the last moments of the expedition. 
And 
this faith which the poor'explorera clung to 
so pathetically, how, ales, was it rew ard­ 
ed ! 
It is a beautiful and inspiring sight 
when faith is m anifested only to be ju sti­ 
fied by the event. 
B ut the heavens and 
the earth were pitiless to these sufferers. 
The ice and snow, the fierce winds, the in­ 
hospitable desert, did th eir work as N ature 
always operates, w ithout passion or com­ 
passion, sternly, indifferently, relentlessly. 
The answer to the confidence and the pray­ 
ers of Do Long and his men was Death. 
Death by starvation, and cold, and ex 
haustion. 
N or was there any hope for 
them from the first, for it is now perfectly 
certain th at Engineer Melville could not 
have 
rescued them under 
any circum 
stances, and th a t in fact they were all dead 
before he could possibly have organized a 
relief expedition after m eeting w ith N orris 
and N indertnan. 
W hen these two were 
sent ahead it w»:: already too late to think 
of rescue, and a very few days after that 
poor De Ix>ng and all his followers had 
succumbed to the m ultiplied privations in­ 
flicted upon them . 


EGYPT. 


There is some danger th a t the ascend 
ancy of Arabi Bey in E gypt may lead to 
the proclam ation of a M ohammedan up 
rising, of tho kind which has been appre 
hended on several occasions of late years, 
and which has tw ice been very distinctly 
threatened, nam ely during the 
Russo- 
T urkish war, and during the French occu 
pation of Tunis. 
A rabi Bey is at present 
supported by the E gyptian people, at least 
in the large cities, 
and the Arabs of the 
desert .are for him. 
U nder the peculiar 
circum stances of his resistance to the E uro­ 
pean Control it m ight not be difficult for 
him to bring about such an uprising, and 
to put him self at its head as the claim ant 
of the Arabian Caliphate. 
The suggestion 
of this has evidently alarm ed the Sultan, 
who has hastened to take such steps as he 
thiuks will bind Arabi Bey to him. 
The 
course of the Porte, however, has been so 
crooked and dishonest in this affair th at 
Arabi very naturally distrusts its assuran­ 
ces. 
He believes it to be controlled by 
the W estern Powers, and th a t it will 
therefore not support him in his opposition 
to European intervention. 
Unless, how 
ever, there is to be a famine in E gypt both 
of food and w ater, it is evident th at some­ 
thing will have to be done to restore con­ 
fidence there. 
W ithout the European 
population the country m ust sink into 
anarchy and hopeless ruin. 
Y et they are 
driven out by the crazy Egyptian fanatics, 
and neither Arabi nor the K hedive appears 
able to prevent their 
suicidal 
course. 
If Europe does not speedily intervene it 
now' looks as though there would be very 
little left w orth the saving, and such inter­ 
vention is certainly called for in the inter­ 
ests of the Egyptians themselves.

C o n tin u e J U cp ort* In K egnrd to th e Be* 
r e n t s to r m s . 
C hicago, June 27tb.—The cyclonic storms 
which for tho past few day* have traversed 
and dr*.-latcd this section seemed to have fol­ 
lowed no particular cuurse, but to have dipped 
down here aud there at poiuts widely sepa­ 
rated, eh cities in X ibr-ska and Michigan, 
and as Dakota Territory and s mtkern In ­ 
diana, while tbe ravages io Iowa have been 
most eerious to life and property. 
The 
aggregate losses in other parts of the Terri­ 
tory are very heavy. 
Among the casualties which have not been 
already mentioned, the following may be 
given as indicating the general character and 
violence of the elements : A t Onceóla, Iowa, 
Sunday, Adam M iller and Wm. Lowe were 
kjlled b y lightning. 
A severe rain gnd wind 
dtorm visited Albia on Sunday evening, with 
an accompaniment of terrific thunder and 
lightning. 
Trees were snapped off 
like 
pistols, and mauy pranks were played by the 
wind, but no loss of life is reported. 
The 
storm appeared like a cyclone. 
Trains were 
delayed iu the region of McGregor, Iowa, by 
disasters to tracks and bridges. 
Much dam­ 
age was done Saturday in the neighborhood 
of Sioux Rapid* and Malvern, in north­ 
western Iowa. Between Morrison and Round 
Grove, III., 2,000 feet of the Chicago and 
Northwestern track was washed away. 
The 
C hicago, Burlington aud Quincy suffered 
even worse. 
One man was drowned in Udalpho, M inn , 
while rescuing stock from the floods. 
There wa* a tornado at Marysville, Ks., 
Sunday morning, and cne is also reported at

blown down in all directions. 
A t Lafayette, Ind., there wa* a terrific 
water spout eight feet high Saturday night, 
which chased a train comiug to the city for a 
considerable distance. 
I t whirled rocks and 
immense trees along in its course, Out spent 
its force before it caught the train. 
A severe rainstorm did $10,000 damage to 
Chester township, Ohio. 
Innumerable smaller casualties occurred, 
but these sufficiently illustrate the storm. 


A B reeze in th e H o u se o f R e p r e se n ta tiv e * . 
W a s h in g to n , June 27th.—In tho House of 
Representative* to-day Page, Chairman of 
the Committee on Commerce, rising to a 
question of privilige, sent to the Clerk’s desk 
aud lu d read the following statem ent relative 
to the passage of the bill to regulate immigra­ 
tion : On the 10:h inat., by unanimous con­ 
sent, Reagan, representing the Committee on 
Commerce, moved to suspend the rules and 
pas* the bill. 
The bill he offered was hand­ 
ed him by Van Voorhees. and purported to 
b 3 tbe bill amended by the Committee on 
Commerce. 
Reagan and members of the 
committee present were misled in regard to 
the bill which was passed, they supposing it 
to be a true copy i f the bill agreed to by the 
committee. 
The committee recommends and 
asks the House to substitute the bill now in 
possession of the committee for the one 
passed. 
Van Voorhees ol jected. 
McLean contended that as the statement 
intim ated that Reagan had been imposed 
upon, a question of privilege was raised, and 
it wa* incompetent for an objection to be 
raided against tbe consideration of the bill. 
The Speaker took a contrary view. 
Page said that without intending to reflect 
upon anybody, he desired to state that the 
Committee on Commerce found itself embar­ 
rassed by the fact that a wrong bill had 
passed the House, and he deemed it just to 
the committee that the Honse should pass the 
bill a* it came from the committee. 
Van Voorhees—For the last few days the 
newspapers have been full of publications 
such a* the one sent to the Clerk’s desk. 
I 
don’t blame the newspapers, because the 
false articles in them emanated from some 
member or members of the Committee on 
Commerce. 
There never was a faleer charge 
made than that I designed to deceive any­ 
body iu the passage of the bill. 
The bill was 
of momentous imp. r:ance to the country. 
He then sent to the Clerk's desk and had 
read as “ a specimen brick ” an article in the 
Chicago Tribune, al’uding to his action as 
“ high-handed on ra ;e.” 
Continuing, he sai 1: The provisions of 
th¡* Lili which is complained of was one of 
the highest public concern. 
X believe every 
patriotic member of the House, if he will 
read the bill and examine the authorities and 
facts, will see that this fourth section ought 
to be passed exactly as it is. 
In concluding, Van Voorhees made an at­ 
tack upon Reigan, characterizing hii conduct 
as sneaking and his accusations inaffable 
meanness. 
Hammond immediately dem ardad that the 
words be taken down, and offered a resolu­ 
tion declaring tke language unparliamentary, 
and should receive the censure of the House, 
Van Voorhees withdrew the offensive re­ 
marks, claiming that he did not know they 
were 
unparliamentary, whereupon 
Ham 
mond, witH ill-concealed sarcasm, said 
would be cruel in such circumstances to press 
the resolution, and withdrew it. 
Reagan then took the floor to reply to Van 
Voorhees. 
Hi* remarks were very severe on 
Van Voorhees’ action. 
The House then took up t ha bill to regulate 
immigration, and passed it as agreed npon b; 
the Committee on Commerce, aud then tooi 
up the bill to reduce the internal revenue 
taxes, 
The House—125 to 09—refused to recom­ 
m it the internal revenue bill, with instruc­ 
tions, to the W ays and Means Committee, to 
report the abolition of all internal revenue 
taxes except on bank circulation and distilled 
spirite.

W a s h in g to n , June 27th.—Following is 
th e text of the internal revenue tax bill, aa 
am ended: 
Be it enacted, etc.,"That on aud after the passage 
of this Act, except a* here liter provideJ, the taxes 
herein specific J, imposed by the internal revenue 
law* now in force, be and the same are hereby re­ 
pealed : The stam p tax on bank checks, draft*, or­ 
der* and vouchers ; tax on capital and dej>osits of 
bank* and hunkers, under Section 3,408 of the re­ 
vised statutes of the United States, a* am ended; 
the tax on capital anil deposits of national banks’ 
under Section 5,214 of said revised statutes, not in­ 
cluding tix es on capital and deposits of said banks, 
banker* and national banks, for iix m onths, the 
period ending in the case of national banks on the 
30th day of June, 1882, and in the case of other 
banks and bankers on the 31st day of May, 1882 ; 
the tax on matches, perfumery, medicinal prepara­ 
tions and other articles, imposed by the schedule 
following Section 3,437 of said revised statutes. 
Section 2. 
That from and after the 1st of Mav 
1883, dealers in leaf t jbaccj shall pav £12 ; dealers 
in manufactured tobacco shall pay $240 ; all m anu­ 
facturers of tobacco shall pay $6 ; m anufacturers of 
cigars shall pay special taxes, as follows : Peddlers 
of the first class, as now defined by the law, shall 
pay $30 ; peddlers of the second class shall pay $15 ; 
peddler* of the third class shall pay $17 20, and ped­ 
dler* of tho fourth da** shall pay $3 60; retail deal­ 
er* in leaf tobacco shall p iy $25, and thirty cents for 
each dollar on the am ount of their monthly sales in 
excess of $500.

Shock* of F arttiqu ake. 
C ent SEVILLE, June 27th.—The heaviest 
earthquake shock since 1868 was felt here 
this morning at 5:30. It came from the 
north, and lasted about twenty-five seconds. 
No damage was done, ?o far as known. 
M ission S an J ohr, June 27th.—This 
morniog, at half-past 5 o’clock, a heavy 
shock of earthquake was felt heze, lasting 
about twenty seconds. 
San J ose, Jane 27th.—A heavy shock of 
earthquake was felt herg at 5:40 o’clock this 
morning. The Normal School building was 
slightly damaged by the falling of plaster, 
the wi-Uning of several seams between the 
stone blocks and tho cracking of a few bticks. 
The plastering was cracked and fell off in 
several of the large buildings about town. 
San F rancisco, June 27th.—A sharp 
shock of earthquake occurred at half-past 5 
this morning. No damage reported. 
P etaluma, June 27th.—Two distinct 
shocks of earthquike occurred here in rapid 
succession at 5:30 this morning. The vibra­ 
tions were from west to east. 
Santa C ruz, Juno 27th.—A sharp shock of 
eartloaake was felt here this morning at half­ 
past 5. 
H ollister, June 27th.—One of the sever­ 
est shocks of earthquake ever experienced 
here was felt at 5:27 this morning. The vi­ 
brations were from east to we't, and con­ 
tinued for nearly a quarter of a minute. A 
cumber of people living ia brick houses wen 
seriously frightened, and took refuge ic 
wooden buildings. No damare resulted. 
San R afael, June 27th.—Quite a severe 
shock of earthquake wa? felt here at half-past 
5 this morning.

M artinez, June 27th.— Qiito a severe 
"hock of earthquake w as felt here this morn­ 
ing at about 5:30. 
Suicide of a Placer Couuly Pioneer. 
AUBURN, June 27tb.—This morning George 
H. Stevens was fouud lying on hia bed in the 
American Hotel dead. He had evidently 
taken a dote of morphine, removed his 
bsots, and laid down on top of the 
bed without undressing. 
The Coroner’s 
jury returned a verdict that he came 
to his death from an overdose of morphine, 
evidently taken with euicidal inteot. De­ 
ceased had recently returned here from Ari­ 
zona. In early, lays he built the hotel in 
which he died, and waa one of tho pioneers of 
this county. Business revertes and extrava­ 
gant habits reduced bis moans, and he died 
penniless. 
An O verdose of M orphine. 
San J ose, .June 27th.—W. H. Hitchcock, 
Deputy Recorder ana Auditor of Santa Clara 
county, died at his residence in Santa Clara 
yesterday, from the effects of an overdose of 
morphine, taken with what intent cannot 
be known. Hitchcock was a veteran of the 
late war, and received half a dozen wounds, 
which caused him great suffering. He 
was in the habit of carrying morphine pills 
to allay pain, and it is believed that while 
suffering greatly during the night he took a 
larger quantity than he intended. When dis­ 
covered by his wife, about 11 o’clock Sunday 
night, he was unconscious, and although every 
effort was made to revive him, he never re­ 
covered consciousness. He leaves a wife and 
four small children. 
W om an Found D ead. 
S an J ose, June 27tb.—The body of Mrs. 
Isabella Dillon was found in her house on 
the Alameda to-day in a state of putrifaction. 
She was last seen nearly two weeks ago, and 
it is supposed that she has been dead since 
then. The stench of the decayed body at­ 
tracted the attention of neighbors, who then 
made the discovery. The deceased had lived 
alone for years. Though reported to be well 
off, sho had lived in a miserable manner, at­ 
tended illy to her bodily wants, and proba­ 
bly died from exhaustion. No food of -any 
kind was found in the house. An inquest 
will be held to-morrow. 
D eath at a S upper-T able. 
San J ose, June 27th.—James O’Brien, an 
employe of the Southern Pacific Railroad at 
Wright’s station, died suddenly at Castle’s 
Hotel, at that place, about 7 o’clock Monday 
night. He sat at the supper-table drinking 
a cup of tea, when he seemed to strangle, 
called for help and sank down. He died a 
few minutes after. At the Coroner’s inquest 
here to-day a verdict of death from valvular 
disease of the heart was rendered. Deceased 
was supposed to be 31 years of age. 
A ttem pted Suicide -Bow ut a B all. 
H ollister (San Benito Co.), June 27ch.— 
Juliuf Breithbart, one of the oldest residents 
of San J\iau South, and a highly respected 
citizen of this county, attempted suicide this 
evening by shooting himself in the mouth 
with a 3S-caliber pistol. The bullet passed 
through the roof of hia mouth, and lodged 
uuderneath the skin on the right side of his 
head. He is not expected to recover. Do­ 
mestic difficulties is believed to be tbe 
cause. 
At a Spanish dance given at the Black 
Hills, ab^ut two miles south of here, Satur­ 
day night, a row occurred, resulting in Fla- 
vianio German being shot in the head with a 
revolver in the hands of Joaquin Castro. 
German threw* up hia hands as Castro shot, 
thereby saving his life. The bullet paeaed .to 
the left of hia temple, causing a severe but 
not necessarily fatal wound. 
C onvicted o f M an*luugliter. 
A uburn, June 27th.—J. H. Underwood, 
the man who shot and killed R. S. Anderson 
here last January, was to-day found guilty of 
manslaughter. The fact that Underwood 
had been sick, was considerably under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, and that there was no quar­ 
rel of any consequence, probably caused the 
jury to find him guilty of the lesser czime. 
The train-wrecker cases will now be tried.

Nichols, tried for robbing an old man 74 
years of age, was given to the jury last even­ 
ing.

N arrow E.scape from Suffocation. 
V irginia, June 27th.—This evening, about 
4 o’clock, at the Delaware mine, American 
Fiat, J, C. Cory, t’n9 Superintendent, was 
badly asphyxiated by powder smoke, he going 
into the tunnel too soon after a heavy blast 
was fired. The tunnel ii 1,300 feet long. 
Toward the face is the cooling-houBe, or place 
of refuge for the men when firing blasts, and 
beyond this the air pipe goes out to the face 
of the tunnel. Cory started in, and mceticg 
a current of powder fumes tried to get to the 
cooling-house, but was overcome and fell to 
the ground. A man going in from the front 
stumbled over hi* body lying in a poof cf 
watrr. He ran back, got a truck and wheeled 
the body out, apparently lifeless. He then 
at onco telephoned to this city for several 
doctors, supposing three other men who weie 
out at the cooling-house were dead, or worse 
off than Cory.

The M anufacture of Im itatio n Kold Coin. 
San F rancisco, June 27th.—United States 
Secret Service Detective Ilenry Finnegats 
has received instructions from James J. 
Brooks, Chief cf tho Secret Service Division 
of the United States Treasury Department 
at Washington, to take steps for the suppres­ 
sion of the manufacture of gold frsctioDB c f 
dollars, half and quarters, ia this city. It is 
represented that the manufacture cf such 
imitation coin* as charms is largely carried 
on here, and the pieces are being shipped in 
large quantities to the States east of the 
Rocky Mountains, where they find ready sale 
under the supposition that they are coined in 
the San Francisco Mint. It Í3 claimed that 
the issuing of such pieces is iu violation of 
Sections 5457, 5461 aud 5462 of the Revised 
Statutes of tho United States, which make it 
a felony for any person to manufacture or 
deal in any coinage having a fac simile of the 
Government coin. The penalty following 
conviction of inch manufacture is cut more 
than ten years’ imprisonment or more than 
$5,000 fine, or both fine and imprisonment 
Detective Fiunegass has notified the manu­ 
facturers of these pieces cf the danger to 
them of continuing in euch business, with a 
view of suppressing the same as instructed.

San F rancisco, June 27th —The Board of 
Health decided this afternoon to release the 
British 8learner Altcnower, which has b:en 
quarantined six weeks.

S an F rancisco, June 27th.—To-day Cap­ 
tain Ten arch, of the British steamer Stra 
thairly, was arrested on a charge of mis- 
constracting the berths in his vessel. There 
wete 1,035 Chinese passengers on board when 
she arrived. LTpon filing bonds amounting 
to $5,000 he was released. 
Two other 
charges are pending against him for over­ 
crowding his vessel and incorrectly reporting 
the number of passengers. 
R ailroad C om m issioners—^The Lick T rust 
—School P rin c ip a l D ism issed. 
San F rancisco, June 27th.—This after­ 
noon the Railroad Commissioners held an ad­ 
journed meeting, Commissioners Beerstecher 
and Stoneman being present. The only busi­ 
ness to come before the meeting were resolu­ 
tions Nos. 30 and 32. The former was a 
resolution providing that the cost of second- 
class tickets shall not exceed Bixty per cent, 
of the cost of first-class tickets.

The Moroney trial was again postponed 
Monday, owing to the illne«s of a juror. 
The Presidio Kaiiroad <' impany is sub­ 
stituting on its dummies the grip that is 
used on the CJay street cable line for the 
first adopted, that having been found to be 
too complicated. 
R. E. Shannon, Monday night, on the 
corner of Second and Howard Btreets, ef­ 
fected a temporary organization of a club 
of the Army of Freedom. Edward Fair 
and Mr. Barnes addressed the meeting. 
The ship P. M. Wetmore, which arrived 
in port from Xew York, reports the death 
on the *21st of last February of Ernest 
Schultz, a seaman, who was buried at Eea. 
Schultz was a German, and 22 years of 
age. 
Saturday, John Kostor, E. H. Henrick- 
son and John Morris tiled a libel in the 
United States District Court against the 
schooner Twilight, to recover wages due 
them for services rendered on hoard that 
vessel. 
John Griffin, the woman-beater, who 
was found guilty of having blackened the 
eyes of his divorced wife, and of having 
assaulted the officer who arrested him and 
used vulgar language to him, w as sentenced 
by Judge Rix to imprisonment in the House 
of Correction for six months and twenty 
days.Leo Strassman was held by Judge Rix 
to qppear for trial in the Superior Court, 
upon the charge of assault with intent to 
commit murder ; one of the charges was 
shooting at and wounding W. C. Moreno, 
a doorkeeper in a Chinese theater, and the 
other, for having shot at Sergeant Reeves 
when he attempted to arrest him for 
shooting Moreno. 
A second attempt was made Monday 
evening by custom shoemakers, assembled 
at Humboldt Hall, corner of Kearny and 
Morton streets, to organize a society of the 
trade. The attendance w as diecouragingly 
small, though a number w-ho w’erenot pres­ 
ent had authorized their names to be 
placed on the list of membership. Patrick 
Knox called the meeting to order. A mo­ 
tion was made and carried that the names 
placed on the list constitute a society fcj 
advance the interest of the custom shoe­ 
makers in San Francisco. 
Captain Alfred Roper, of the British 
steamer Anjer Head, had a partial examina­ 
tion Monday afternoon before Commissioner 
O’Beirne on the charge of having assaulted 
Pack Wai, the Chinese interpreter em­ 
ployed by the Custom-house officials. The 
complaint related the circumstances of the 
assault in the choicest language, and stated 
that Captain Roper had almost knocked 
the *' intellect ” out of him. When ques­ 
tioned as to his authority in the premises, 
and w hether he held an appointment or a 
commission, he became as blandly ignorant 
as if his intellect had but just dropped, 
and no amount of questioning would bring 
out a direct answer. Richard Smith, a 
friend of Captain Roper, who was dining 
with him on the day when the assault was 
committed, deposed that the Chinaman 
entered the cabin unannounced and that he 
beckoned Captain Roper into a stateroom, 
the door of which he fastened after him. 
A few seconds later the Captain came out 
and exclaiming : “ D — it, no ; this fel­ 
low is trying to bribe me!" he then kicked 
the Chinaman out of tbe cabin and off the 
ship. 
The frame buildings on the northeast 
corner of Mission and Sixth streets are be­ 
ing removed in order to erect on the site a 
large structure. 
On the Mission-street 
side of the corner building was a small1 
6ign about eighteen inches long and six 
inches high, on which was painted ia black 
letters the words “ Mile House,” and 
which served as a land mark since Novem­ 
ber, 1S50. It was origiDally put up on a 
tavern that stood on the corner of the 
streets named, jit which time Sixth street 
was known as Simmons. It indicated the 
distance of one mile from Portsmouth 
Square, when the Mission plank road was 
opened. This was at the time when the 
road started at the sand hills on Kearny 
street, near Sutter, ran along an irregular 
line to Third and Mission, and out Mission 
across the old bridge between Harris, or 
what is now Seventh, and Price, now 
Eighth street, to Centre, now Sixteenth 
street, to the Mission Dolores. 
This was

carry a load of hay from Sutter street to 
the Mission, and the omnibus companies 
charged $2 for a round trip to the old 
Mission Home on Dolores street.
